A. Activities of the Subcommittee During Fiscal Year. 


1. Review of the Inteliigence Product in the Subcommittee's Field 
of Competence. 


During FY 1959 the Subcommittee completed its review of 
BICeP12, “Policies, Performance, and Prospects of Soviet 
Agrieulture.” The Chairman of the BIC noted that the research 
and writing of the report had been done almost entirely within 
CIA/ORR, the Subcommittee participation being mainly that of 
review and comment on progressive drafts. It was therefore 
proposed thet the report be published as a CIA/ORR report with 
a Foreword indicating FIC review and comments. This, procedure 
was approved. The report was published in May 1959 (CIA/RR59-15} 
and has been distributed. 


2. Research and Collectian Deficiencies. 
ea. Research Deficiencies 


The Subcomaittee will review its etatements of Priority 
Deficiencies of Research early in FY 1960. The pudlication of 
CIA/RR 59-15 (formerly EIC-P-12), the publication of a consid~ 
erable amount of information by the Soviet Union, and the 
extravagant Chinese agricultural claims, have resulted in 
‘importent changes in the gaps in intelligence. , 


b. Collection Deficiencies. 


‘L.The Subcommittee has reviewed statements prepared by 
CIA/ORR on priority gaps in intelligence on agriculture in the 
Soviet Union and Rumanta. The subcommittee has pointed out 
that the gaps in intelligence statement on Soviet Agriculture 
(prepared in December 1958) bas already been outdated by 
information subsequently released by the Soviets. 
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fic of Dwlority collection deficiencies, and decided

CIA/BR 59-15 (formerly EIC-P-12), contains many statistical 
series. Although the Subcommittee revieved the drafts, the 
process of coordinablon did not. produce comcurrence on all 
points end estimates, but with the exceptions noted in the 


Foreword to the published report, did result in general 
agreement on the substance of the report. 


6. Projects Undertaken at the Reguest of the ELC or Proposed to 
the EIC. 


No new projects were recuested by the EIC or proposed to the 
EXC by the Subcomndtsee.
